Report on Baptist Orphanage. 


Orphanage work. while new in Mississippi, is as old as 
Christianity. Qne characteristie conspi¢uous in the life of 
our Lord was His disposition to eare for the widow and or- 
Phan. The Holy Spirit gaye it as one of the evidences of 
pure and undefiled religion, that its professor visit the fath- 


erless and the widow in their afflictions. So the duty of 
caring for helpless orphan children need not be questioned 
The only question that should concern Christian organizations 
is as to the methdds of doing the work, 

We have for ‘our consideration at this time the home for 
orphan ehildren, located at Jackson, known as the Mississippi 
Baptist Orphanage. It was established fifteen years ago un- 
der the direction of the Baptist denomination jn Mississippi. 
It is under the management of 2] trustees. 18 appointed by 
the State Convention, and three by the General Association, 
They employ a logal superintendent who has the general su- 
Pervision of the local management. It jg supported entirely 


| 
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by voluntary contributions from individuals, Sunday Schools 
and churches, 

We have at present four brick buildings, so equipped as 
to furnish comfortable accommodations for [225 children. We 
have in our orphanage at present 227. ith the expendi- 
ture of $1,500 or $2,000 we can provide room for 60 or 70 
more. Our Superintendent, Rev. J. R. arter, informs me 
, that he has on file fifty or more applications, many of whom 
are worthy. About 550 have passed through the Home since 
its establishment. Many of whom have 
for themselves and are making good in the. Jallings of life. 

Our children there under the presenf management are 
trained to all manner of useful work. pecial attention is 
given to all manner of cooking, housekeep ng, sewing, wash- 
ing, and ironing for our girls; and farming, stockraising, car- 
penter and machine work for our boys, tog¢ther with training 
for some boys and girls in the printing office. All have the 
, advantage of six to eight months of schooling each year. 

We commend-most heartily thé work that is being done 
for our orphan children, and urge |that our Sunday Schools 
and churches contribute more liberally to.their support. We 
recommend that all of our Sunday Schools take one collee- 
tion each month for the orphanage, and | that each chureh 
make a Thanksgiving offering at their medting in November; 
remembering that Jesus said: ‘‘Thasmucl} as ye did it unto 
one of these, my children, ye did it} unto me.”’ 

In addition to the money contribution,jthe churches, Sun- 
day Schools, ladies’ societies may send clothing (good second- 
hand clothing accepted), towels, sheets, | pillow-cases, so}, 
thread, buttons, tablets. pencils, elastic, shoe-strings, shoes and 
stockings for larger children, as we have pignty for the smaller 
ones. In fact, anything that can be usd in the everyday 
family. Let the farmers send corn, molpsses, cured meats, 
and canned goods of all kinds.

Notwith- 
standing wars and famine and pestilente, our God has led us 
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well as on the! foreign field. ‘The gifts of our people for the 
year far exceed anything in the past. We started the year 
on and there has been a decided advance in the home land as 


with a heavy debt. but we praise God that a large part of 
this has been wiped away, and we are in a be i 
to press forward in the work than we were twelve months ago. 
During the year weave had the sad experience of losing 
some of our strongest, best missionaries by death. Others of 
them have broken down in the strain of overwork, yet we 
are glad to note the hopeful spirit among our workers, — They 
rejoice in pressing forward and we are glad to behold their 
courage and faith. During the year, on account of our finan- 
‘cial condition. the board has not been able to send out new 
workers as it had hoped to do, yet/'we have somewhat in- 
creased our foree on the fields, and have more laborers than 
the year before.

Report of Mississippi Baptist Hospital, 

The Christian hospital is an organized expression of 
practieal Christianity. 

The Mestel went about preaching, teaching and healing, 
and He has sent us on a similar missién. We have been busy 
teaching and abvet ote but we have been negligent on the 
matter of healing in His hame. We rejoice, however, that 
we are awaking to our duty in this respect. : 

Within the past few years, as 4 result of this awakening, 
several Baptist hospitals: have been erected in our Southland. 
™ississippi has one such and part interest in another—the 

ri-State Baptist Hospital located at Memphis, Tenn. 

The Mississippj Hospital loeated in Jackson, is a frame 
building with ten rooms and was a gift from some of the lead- 
ing physicians of that city. It cares for both charity and 
pay patients, and open for practice to all reputable physi- 
clang and surgeons. [ft is under the control of a board of 
‘trustees appointed by the Baptist State Convention. 

During the first ten months this, institution eared for 133 
patients with only three deaths. During the past ten months 
it cared for 118 surgical patients With one death, and 62 medi- 
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cal patients with two deaths. _ More than one-tenth of the 
work has been done without charge. .
